A secret cellar full of water, ex¬ 
ploding fuse boxes and 
tentially lethal gas fires 
were among the hazards 
awaiting an unsuspect¬ 
ing pensioner who took 
over a pub from hell. 

George Hanson-Grav- 
ille, 86, of Garden Close, 
Banstead, became the 
tenant of the Blenheim 
Arms pub, in Manor Green 
Road, Epsom, in November 2004. 

The experienced entrepreneur, 
inventor and builder said 
Greene King, the pub’s 
owner, handed him the 
keys to a watering hole so 
defective he had to spend 
£80,000 of his own money 
in repairs. 

After battling against 
repeated problems Mr 
Hanson-Graville, whose 

health was affected by the 
stress, threw in the towel at the 
end of 2012. 

But it has taken a further two 
years, including an attempt by 
Greene King to make him 
bankrupt, before the company 
dropped a claim against him for 
£ 11 , 000 . 

Mr Hanson-Graville said the 
problems began shortly after he 
took over the pub when sewage 
started coming through the floor, 
caused by faulty drains. 

As winter approached Mr Han¬ 
son-Graville went to turn on the 
central heating, but found the 
boilers had key parts missing. 

In a bid to keep customers 
warm Mr Hanson-Graville said: 
“I was just going to light one of 
the gas fires when an old chap

said: T don’t think 
you should do that, Mr 
Graville’.” 

After having the fires ,f' l 
checked, it was discovered 
they leaked the deadly car¬ 
bon monoxide gas. 

Then a fuse box blew off V 
the wall and caught fire in * 
front of customers. 

The ex-soldier said: “I got' 
the boilers, the gas fires, 
the drains and the fuse 
fixed. And I 
said to myself, 

‘what else can 
happen?”’ 

The answer 
was a cold 
water tank 
that split, 
flooding the 
kitchen on the

ground floor requiring extensive 
repairs. 

When a fridge in a takeaway 
V attached to the pub began 
‘ 'to tilt on its side, Mr Han- 
'# son-Graville lifted the 
floorboards and was 
_ amazed to discover a 
w sealed cellar brimming 
with 3,000 gallons of water 
that ran underneath the 
whole of the pub. 

Mr Hanson- 
v Graville said: 
“A man said 
to me ‘Mr 
Granville, I 
have just put 
1 my foot 

, through 
the floor’. 
\ “The 

^floors 




were disintegrating - my fridges 
were sinking into the floor 
below. 

“Greene King said it 
did not know the cel¬ 
lar was there.” 

Then woodworm 
started munching 
their way through 
the pub’s timbers and 
he was forced to spend 
thousands of pounds ren¬ 
ovating it. 

Greene King agreed to help 
with external renovations. But 
the firm it employed, in¬ 
stalled Victorian-style 
coach lanterns with 
sharp corners next to 
the front door that re¬ 
peatedly smashed 
the glass doors - cost¬ 
ing £800 in repairs. 
The firm even re¬ 
moved from the pub 
sign the Aga Khan, owner 
of the 1930 Derby-winning 
horse Blenheim - after which the 
pub was named - to the fury of 
regulars. 

But despite all of the problems, 
punters did not desert Mr 
Hanson-Graville. 

Having frequented the pub as a 
youngster, many of the regulars 
were his close friends. 

However, the stress from vari¬ 
ous problems at the Blenheim 
Arms took its toll on Mr Hanson- 
Graville’s health. 

He was diagnosed with gut dis¬ 
ease Heliobacter Pylori, which 
doctors said could have been 
caused by his exposure to sewage 
and gas at the pub. 

He was then told he had 
prostate cancer and bone disease 
Paget’s. 

Doctors told him stress was 
a major contributor to his 
ill-health.

Two councils gain 
councillor for first

UKIP gained its very first 
foothold in two local councils 
as the party made its strongest 
ever gains nationwide. 

Mole Valley and Reigate and 
Banstead Councils saw the 
election of a UKIP councillor

for the first time as a third of 
wards went up for grabs. 

The anti-EU party also land¬ 
ed a higher proportion of 
votes in many wards includ¬ 
ing Leatherhead North where 
the winner received just 13 
more votes than the UKIP 
candidate. 

Mole Valley’s first UKIP 
Councillor Stephen Musgrove 
claimed: “UKIP are now in the 
centre of British politics na¬ 
tionally.” 

The Conservatives remain 
in power in Reigate and 
Banstead. 

No party won overall control 


in Mole Valley with the num¬ 
ber of Conservative council¬ 
lors increasing from 15 to 19 
and the number of Liberal 
Democrats dropping from 17 
to 15. The number of indepen¬ 
dents dropped from eight to 
six. 

Councillor David Preedy, 
Liberal Democrat leader on 
Mole Valley Council, said they 
were disappointed to lose the 
Leatherhead North seat to the 
Tories by a margin of just six 
votes. 

Coun Preedy said: “The 


UKIP phenomenon is stronger 
than expected. Clearly there is 
a message nationally about 
UKIP that all politicians need 
to be listening to. 

“I think it’s got as much to 
do with people being disen¬ 
chanted with politicians as dif¬ 
ferent policies.” 

Ashtead Independents Peter 
Stanyard, Simon Ling and 
John Northcott took all three 
seats in Ashtead. 

Coun Northcott said their 
presence reduced the votes for 
UKIP in Ashtead, adding: “We 


pick up votes from people who 
don’t want to vote for the 
other main parties.” 

David Sharland remains 
chairman of the council but 
was replaced as councillor of 
Leatherhead South by fellow 
Conservative Tim Ashton. He 
said: “I’m delighted to let Tim 
take my place.” 

All councillors were re-elect¬ 
ed in Banstead Village, Nork, 
Kingswood, Tadworth and 
Walton and Tattenhams on 
Reigate and Banstead Council. 

Banstead’s MP Crispin 
Blunt welcomed the “terrific 
result” for the Conservatives, 
claiming that a Lib Dem coun¬ 
cillor only held on because of 
the UKIP vote. 

MP Blunt said: “The lesson 
from the campaign in Reigate 
is the same as everywhere 
else: a vote for UKIP makes it 
more likely that pro-EU candi¬ 
dates get in.”

CATCHING UP WITH TORIES 


UKIP attracted just 112 votes 
less than the Tories in Epsom in 
the European elections. 

The anti-EU party got 6,334 
votes in the borough almost 
neck and neck with the Conser¬ 
vatives on 6,446. 

In Mole Valley and in Reigate 
and Banstead in the European 
elections UKIP also attracted 
the second highest votes. 

Epsom’s MP, Chris Grayling, 
said he was glad the Conserva¬ 
tives stayed ahead of UKIP and 
hoped next year he would retain 
the more than 30,000 votes he 
attracted at the last general 
election. 

He said: “As people locally 
know, I am a staunch Euroscep¬ 
tic who wants an in out referen¬ 
dum on our future in the EU.” 


Mole Valley residents cast 
8,126 votes for UKIP and 11,164 
votes for the Conservatives. In 
Reigate and Banstead UKIP won 
7,559 votes and the Conserva¬ 
tives got 14,418. 

In a landslide victory across 
the south east region, UKIP 
leader Nigel Farage and 
three other party members 
were elected to the European 
Parliament. 

Three Conservative MEPs, a 
Liberal Democrat MEP, a Labour 
MEP and a Green MEP were 
elected in the South East 
region. 

Turnout in Epsom was 35.24 
per cent, in Mole Valley it was 
44.2 per cent and in Reigate 
and Banstead it was 39.47 per 
cent.

In November 2012, Mr Hanson- 
Graville decided enough was 
enough and gave notice to termi¬ 
nate his tenancy with Greene 
King and, after protracted nego¬ 
tiation, was given £25,000 by the 
company. 

But three months later Greene 
King wrote to Mr Hanson-Grav- 
ille asking for £11,000 it claimed 
he owed the company. 

When the businessman refused 
to pay, a bankruptcy petition was 
brought against him. 

Greene King were unable to 
provide satisfactory evidence as 


to why he should be made 
bankrupt and the court threw 
out the claim in January. 

In March the company finally 
dropped its complaint against 
him. 

He said: “I have no regrets, but 
to say it has been a nightmare is 
to put it lightly. 

“What the brewery did to me, if 
I hadn’t been strong enough, 
would have killed or bankrupted 
me. I want to warn people that if 
you are buying a pub, watch 
what you’re doing.” 

Asked to respond to Mr Han- 
son-Graville’s long list of com¬ 
plaints, a spokeswoman for 


Greene King instead issued a 
short statement: “The vast ma¬ 
jority of our licensees tell us 
they are very happy with the 
support and pubs we offer, so we 
are disappointed Mr Hanson- 
Graville is not satisfied with how 
his tenancy ended. 

“Greene King and Mr Hanson- 
Graville settled all outstanding 
matters by agreement earlier 
this year. 

“The Blenheim Arms, with an 
experienced and successful li¬ 
censee on board, is now a thriv¬ 
ing Meet and Eat franchised pub, 
offering excellent value food and 
drink.”

No sentence review in 
controversial rape case

The Solicitor General has rejected pleas 
for the Court of Appeal to reconsider the 
community sentence handed to athlete 
Adam Hulin for the oral rape and sexual 
assault of a 12-year-old girl. 

Hulin, 19, of Hookwood Cottages, in 
Hurst Lane, Headley, was given 100 
hours of community service, a £60 vic¬ 
tim surcharge and the requirement to 
attend six community reintegration ses¬ 
sions after pleading guilty to the of¬ 
fences, which took place in Bookham in 
December 2012. 

The runner was also put on the sex of¬ 
fenders register for five years after he 
was sentenced by the judge Recorder 
George Lawson-Rogers QC at Guildford 
Crown Court last month. 

The victim’s family and others who 
felt the sentence was too lenient asked 
the Solicitor General to get the Court of 
Appeal to review the case. 

In a statement last week Solicitor Gen¬ 
eral Oliver Heald QC MP, said: “I would 
first of all like to offer my sympathy to 
the victim in this case. 

“This was a difficult case and I

Cut from crash

personally reviewed the circumstances 
and carefully considered whether the 
judge was justified in imposing the sen¬ 
tence he did. 

“Having looked at the findings made 
by the judge after he heard evidence 
from those involved and the reasons he 
gave, I felt unable to refer this case to the 
Court of Appeal as I did not believe they 
would find the sentence unduly lenient 
and increase it.” 

The office of the Solicitor General also 
referred to the Definitive Guideline on 
Sexual Offences relevant to sentencing 
after April 1, 2014 - which say that in 
cases of rape of a child under 13, the 
maximum sentence is life imprison¬ 
ment, with the range being six to 19 
years in prison. 

The Guideline says that there may be 
exceptional cases where a lengthy com¬ 
munity order and requirement to partic¬ 
ipate in a sex offender treatment 
programme may be the best way of 
changing an offender’s behaviour and 
protecting the public. 

In a statement, the Solicitor General’s 
office said the judge viewed this as an 
exceptional case. 

But it emerged that Hulin has not been 
required to undertake any sex offender 
treatment, as laid down in the Guideline 
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for exceptional cases, as part of his six 
“community reintegration” sessions. 

A spokesman in the Solicitor General’s 
office said that the guidelines are not 
prescriptive and a case is considered in 
the round. 

Responding to the Solicitor General’s 
decision the victim’s sister said: “The 
outrage that the offender has no restric¬ 
tions towards the victim means he can 
approach her at any given time. 
Disgusting. 

“This just sends out the wrong mes¬ 
sage to offenders and victims. 

“It’s totally wrong in every way.”

Campaigners must pay 
Cherkley court costs

The Court of Appeal has ordered 
campaigners to pay tens of thou¬ 
sands of pounds in costs to a coun¬ 
cil and developer in a legal battle 
over the fate of a historic estate. 

Mole Valley District Council 
(MVDC) and a developer won an 
appeal this month at the court, 
overturning a High Court ruling 
that quashed planning permis¬ 
sion for a golf course, hotel and 
spa at Cherkley Court, near 
Leatherhead. 

The Court of Appeal has refused 
permission to appeal against its 
ruling, but Cherkley Campaign 
will this week apply directly to 
the Supreme Court for leave to 
appeal. 

But the Court of Appeal also is¬ 
sued an injunction last week at 
the request of the campaigners 
preventing developers Longshot 
Cherkley Court from starting de¬ 
velopment work on the estate’s 
Forty Acre Field, an area of great 
biodiversity. 

Lord Justice Richards granted 
an interim injunction concerning 
Forty Acre Field, until the 
Supreme Court determines that 
application.

He said: “The court views this as 
a simple holding measure to pre¬ 
vent the risk of significant envi¬ 
ronmental damage and to 
preserve the factual basis of the 
proceedings in the Supreme 
Court, pending determination of 
the permission application.” 

He said Cherkley Campaign 
should pay the council’s costs for 
the High Court judicial review 
and £10,000 of the council’s appeal 
court costs. 

The campaign must also pay 
Longshot Cherkley Court’s costs 
for previous interim injunction 
proceedings at the High Court, 
subject to a cap of £10,000. 


A Longshot Cherkley Court 
spokesman said: “We are disap¬ 
pointed, but not surprised, that 
the Cherkley Campaign has 
sought leave to appeal to the 
Supreme Court as we believe this 
only represents the will of a small 
minority who wish to continue 
the legal process. 

“However, we are delighted that 
the Court of Appeal has already 
turned down their initial applica¬ 
tion and that the Cherkley Cam¬ 
paign has been ordered to pay all 
the costs requested by both Mole 
Valley District Council and Long- 
shot Cherkley Court Limited.” 

Kristina Kenworthy, co-founder 
of the Cherkley Campaign, said 
they did not obtain a protective 
costs order, which caps the 
claimant’s responsibility for their 
opponent’s costs in advance, at 
the High Court. 

Mrs Kenworthy said: “We 
thought it was an important case 
and we did not want Mole Valley 
taxpayers to bear the burden if we 
were wrong.” 

More than 200 people attended

Rage at NHS blunder

A patient whose medical notes 
were misfiled has branded NHS 
staff incompetent and a “waste 
of taxpayers’ money”. 

Rajesh Raghwani, from Cheam 
Road, East Ewell, said his 
surgery at St Helier Hospital was 
cancelled the night before two 
operations scheduled for March 
21 and April 9. 

Mr Raghwani said after the 
first cancellation he was in¬ 
formed that his medical notes 
had gone missing so the surgeon 
could not remove his impacted 
wisdom tooth as planned. 

On April 14, following the sec¬ 
ond last-minute cancellation, he 
complained to Epsom and St He¬ 
lier NHS Trust over the fact that 
his notes were still missing. 

In the complaint, he said: “I 
would like to make it clear that it 


is not compensation I am after, 
but I wanted to highlight the 
poor level of service I have re¬ 
cently had from St Helier Hospi¬ 
tal and how the incompetence of 
that staff is simply a waste of 
taxpayers’ money. 

“Appointments cancelled, re¬ 
booked and cancelled not only 
cause an inconvenience but re¬ 
sults in surgeons not carrying 
out surgery and those in need 
having to wait longer, which is 
an inefficient use of limited 
resources.” 

A trust spokesman, who ex¬ 
plained a new electronic tagging 
system for patient records was in¬ 
troduced last year, said Mr Ragh- 
wani’s records: “were stored in 
the health records library, but 
were misfiled in the library as the 
result of human error. 

“The notes were located and 
filed correctly in the health 
records library on April 16.” 

In response to Mr Raghwani’s 
concerns over poor service 


and wasted money, he said: “We 
are very proud of all of our staff 
at the trust, and our administra¬ 
tive teams consistently work 
hard to ensure all filing of 
records is managed smoothly. 

“As with any organisation 
however, there is an inevitable 
degree of human error; this was 
the cause of Mr Raghwani’s 
notes being temporarily mis¬ 
placed, and the trust apologises 
for this. 

“Managing patient records is a 
huge task and last year we 
launched a new project to elec¬ 
tronically tag and track each and 
every one of our current medical 
records. 

“There has been an element of 
unavoidable disruption, which is 
often the case with projects such 
as this. 

“The new tagging system will 
allow for the consistently timely 
delivery of case notes, which will 
streamline procedures and enrich 
the overall patient experience.” 


NHS plan projecting massive cuts 


The NHS has announced a new 
five-year strategy for healthcare 
in south-west London following 
the scrapping of the Better Ser¬ 
vices Better Value (BSBV) review. 

A draft of the new programme, 
called South West London Collab¬ 
orative Commissioning (SWLCC), 
was published on Tuesday by 
Croydon, Kingston, Merton, Rich¬ 
mond, Sutton and Wandsworth 
Clinical Commissioning Groups 
(CCGs). 


The strategy aims to limit the 
spiralling costs of healthcare 
while improving care quality. 

Epsom Hospital left BSBV in 
November last year after the 
area’s GPs, sitting on Surrey 
Downs CCG, voted to reject its 
proposals so it is not directly in¬ 
volved in the new strategy. 

A SWLCC spokesman said the 
new strategy has been designed 
to address a rising demand 
for healthcare; a shortage of 


specialist staff; and a predicted 
shortfall of £210m in the six 
CCGs’ budgets over the next five 
years. In addition to this shortfall, 
a spokesman said that Epsom and 
St Helier, Croydon, Kingston and 
St George’s NHS trusts have to 
identify an additional £360m 
worth of savings over the same 
period.

Sighting of rare bird 



A rare sighting of four exotic 
migratory birds caused a stir in 
Lower Kingswood. 

John Elford, 81, from Love- 
lands Lane, came home in his 
car to find the hoopoes on the 
tarmac lane outsde his house on 
May 13. 

Mr Elford said: “They took off 
as soon as I came along in my 
car. I was quite excited. It was 
most unusual. We get buzzards 
here and many other birds, I 
have never seen a hoopoe.” 

Hoopoes can turn up in the UK 
in spring as birds migrate north 
to Europe from Africa, over¬ 
shoot and land on the south

coast of England. 

The Royal Society for the Pro¬ 
tection of Birds (RSPB) says 
hoopoes are very unusual here, 
but occasionally they fly a bit 
too far, often because of strong 


northerly winds. 

A RSPB spokesman said: “We 
— usually get about 100 or so 
records in the UK each 

year. 

“They summer in Europe, but 
are birds of Africa. We are in¬ 
creasingly seeing hoopoes here. 

“Like many other bird species, 
their populations are starting to 
move north-westwards, we 
think primarily because of cli¬ 
mate change. 

“To see four together is great 
news. 

“It can only be a matter of a 
few years now before we get 
confirmation of hoopoes spend¬ 
ing their summers here.” 

The BBC reported that a 
hoopoe was spotted in the Scot¬ 
tish Borders on Sunday May 
18.

A hugely experienced nurse 
who whistleblew about stan¬ 
dards of care at Epsom Hospi¬ 
tal has warned that the 
“kindness is going out of 
nursing”. 

Esther Guy, a nurse from 
Ashtead with 40 years’ experi¬ 
ence, worked in the outpa¬ 
tients’ department of Epsom 
Hospital from August 2010 to 
February 2013 - when she vol¬ 
untarily left. 

The nurse, described as 
“caring and diligent” by the 
hospital itself, has come for¬ 
ward now because she is pas¬ 
sionate about nursing and 
wants to ensure that the pub¬ 
lic is aware of what she thinks 
is going wrong. 

In 2004 she whistleblew 
about practices at Sutton and 
Merton Community Services 
and again in 2013 when the or¬ 
ganisation substantiated all 
three of her clinical and man¬ 
agement concerns. 

She told the Espom 
Guardian that she had experi¬ 
enced an “ingrained culture of 
sloppiness” at Epsom Hospi¬ 
tal, which she attributes to 


nurses being too stuck in their 
ways and “over-qualified in 
the wrong way” - gaining cer¬ 
tificates and degrees at the 
cost of practical training and 
compassion. 

The clinical concerns Miss 
Guy raised with colleagues 
and senior nursing staff in¬ 
cluded lack of privacy for pa¬ 
tients during consultations 
with doctors, catheters not 
being emptied, elderly pa¬ 
tients not being washed and 
being left to sit in their own 
faeces, doors to the rooms 
where patients’ documents 
were kept being left open, and 
dry skin being left on the floor 
of a leg ulcer clinic for days. 

Miss Guy said hygiene con¬ 
trol was a specific problem 
and that hand-washing was a 
big issue (although the hospi¬ 
tal has made big strides in this 
area in the past year). 

She said some consultants 
would not wash their hands in 
between patients and one den¬ 
tal consultant would not wear 
gloves or wash his hands 
when examining the inside of 
patients’ mouths. 

The 60-year-old said: “The 
nurses were lacking the skills 
necessary to raise the stan¬ 
dard of practice. And doctors 
were the biggest culprits. 



“They were not prepared to 
listen to anyone coming in and 
saying they weren’t adhering 
to the Nursing and Midwifery 
Council (NMC) standards. 
They began to make life diffi¬ 
cult for me. I came into nurs¬ 
ing because I care and 
wanted to make a 
difference. 

“The kindness is 
going. It’s not there. 
Especially towards 
the elderly.” 

Miss Guy raised 
her clinical con¬ 
cerns with the hospi¬ 
tal management 
alongside a harass¬ 
ment and bullying 
complaint that the 
hospital decided was 
not valid. 

The hospital, which last 
week described Miss Guy as 
“a caring and diligent nurse” 
said she had raised some good 
ideas alongside concerns. But 
it insisted that it took her com¬ 
plaints seriously and made 
changes where necessary 
to prevent the problem: 
recurring. 

It pointed to

A spokeswoman for Epsom 
and St Helier hospital trust 
said: “Throughout her 

employment as a nurse in the 
outpatient department at 
Epsom Hospital, Esther Guy 
was a caring and diligent 
nurse, who raised some good 
ideas with us, as well as some 
concerns. 

“These concerns were al¬ 
ways taken seriously, were 
always addressed by se¬ 
nior members of our 
nursing management 
team and, where neces¬ 
sary, resulted in appro¬ 
priate steps being taken to 
prevent a similar incident 
happening again. 

“Our chief nurse, head of 
nursing for clinical ser¬ 
vices, who oversees our out¬ 
patient departments, and the 
relevant matron have all been 
involved in responding to 
Ms Guy’s concerns and 
can assure local 
people 
that

LIDL: Venue may be demolished 


‘Site could 
lie derelict’

Lidl has refused to allay fears 
that it will demolish the ex- 
Organ and Dragon building 
before it gets planning per¬ 
mission for a new budget 
supermarket. 

If it did this and did not get 
planning permission - a dis¬ 
tinct possibility given that 
KFC’s plans were rejected on 
traffic grounds - it could 
mean the site on London 
Road, Ewell, lying derelict for 
years, blighting the sur¬ 
rounding area. 

Following the news that 
Lidl plans to take a wrecking 
ball to the historic watering 
hole, a spokeswoman said 
that it was too early to com¬ 
ment on whether the super¬ 
market chain would attempt 
to obtain planning permis¬ 
sion from Epsom Council be¬ 
fore demolishing the 
much-loved ex-pub and 
restaurant. 

She said: “We are in the 
early stages of this develop¬ 
ment and therefore we’re not 



able to advise any further on 
this at this moment in time.” 

When asked about plans for 
a new Lidl store on the site 
and residents’ concerns the 
supermarket chain would not 
be fit for its surroundings, 
the spokeswoman said: “Lidl 
will put forward an appropri¬ 
ate design given its surround¬ 
ing environment, to be 
discussed with the council’s 
urban design officer through 
the planning process.” 

Commenting on this web¬ 
site, a number of readers 
have suggested a variety of 
alternative options for the 
site. 

Chessington Woman said: 
“Turn it into a something 
useful like a swimming pool 
or a recreational facility.” 

Ewell Man suggested: “Re¬ 
open as a pub - not likely due 
to falling trade.

J ames Blunt shot to 
fame with hit single 
You’re Beautiful and 
has sold more than 20 mil¬ 
lion albums, but he recom¬ 
mends staying anonymous, 
writes Alice Foster. 

Ahead of his concert at 
Epsom Downs Racecourse, 
Blunt tells how his military 
life prepared him for world 
tours and why he has a 
habit of hitting back on 
Twitter. 

Speaking by phone from 
New York in the rain, Blunt 
says: “I don’t think that 
fame is perhaps an enjoy¬ 
able thing, I think it’s a 
pretty shallow experi¬ 
ence. I would recom¬ 
mend being rich and 
anonymous instead. 

“I would say success 
in music is not neces¬ 
sarily about fame and 
fortune. Success is 
about enjoying it.” 

Blunt said that his ex¬ 
perience in the Army 
helps him to put his life 
and role in the music in¬ 
dustry in perspective. 

He says: “I know that I’m 
just a singer, not a doctor 
or a nurse who save lives or 
a teacher who educates or 
an aid worker who rebuilds 
countries. So I’m very 
lucky to be looked after in 
the way that I am.” 

His logistical back¬ 
ground from the 
Army also 
turned 


out to be useful prepara¬ 
tion for touring the world 
as a pop star. 

He says: “I tour the world 
with a van and crew and a 
tour bus. I used to tour the 
world in a tank, now that 
tank is a bit bigger and a 
bit more comfortable but 
it’s a big logistical set-up 
we have.” 


After the release of his 
fourth album Moon Land¬ 
ing, he says: “Having just 
got out of a studio, having 
been in there for a year, 
and then starting a world 
tour I’m not really thinking 
about the next album.” 

Blunt has gained popular¬ 
ity for his snappy come¬ 
backs on Twitter. 

On May 9, a user Tweets: 
“If a man quoted a James 
Blunt song for me I think 
I’d vomit!” He replies: 
“And I’d willingly hold 
your hair back.” 

When asked about 
his Twitter per¬ 
sona, he says: “I’m 
just messing 
round. We seem to 
focus on Twitter 
as if it’s so impor¬ 
tant and relevant, 
but there’s a real 
world out there. 
“Some people say 
there is so much 
negativity directed 
towards an artist. 
But actually there is 
also so much positivity 
directed towards an 
artist like tens of thou¬ 
sands of people turning 
up to a concert.” 

He says it was worth “ig¬ 
noring, laughing at or 
laughing with” those who 
take to Twitter just to be 
abusive. 

He adds: “How much ef¬ 
fort are they putting in? 
They are not coming to 
a concert to say 
how much 
they 
hate 
an 


artist, they 
haven’t even 
bothered to come to the 
venue to say they don’t like 
it. 

“The extent of their effort 
is just tapping a few words, 
140 characters, into a 
smartphone.”

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“Bathrooms sell houses,” says Bill 
Spreckley of Stacks Property 
Search. “It is remarkable that some¬ 
thing that can so easily be changed 
can have such a positive or negative 
affect on a buyer, but it really is the 
case.” 

Making some changes to your 
bathroom needn’t be a vastly expen¬ 
sive outlay, but if you are prepared 
to invest in one of the most impor¬ 
tant rooms in any property then it 
can prove attractive to buyers.

Balance your bed to bath ratio, 
and make the main bathroom a 
place where you’d like to spend 
large amounts of your life. 

Things to include are: 

• A large walk in shower without 
a door (but not a wet room) 

• A tropical rainfall shower, with 
a secondary shower 

• Double his and hers basins 

• Freestanding bath 

• Sofa or chaise so invited guests 
can come and chat while you bathe 

• Storage for towels and aspir- 
ational bath and shower products 

• Lighting for mood and make-up

The latest Generation Rent report from Hali¬ 
fax shows around half of people surveyed in 
England, Scotland and Wales felt Britain will 
soon become a 'nation of renters' and 20% of 
people aged 23 to 27 said they have no de¬ 
sire to own their own home. 

The report follows the 2011 Census which 
also found that the between 2001 and 2011 
there was a fall in home ownership for the 
first time in a century with more people rent¬ 
ing, especially in the London area which has 
the highest number of people renting at just 
over 50 per cent of households. 

One area where renting is growing fast and 
becoming more desirable is amongst Britain's 
retired population. Girlings Retirement 
Rentals, which specialises in retirement 
rentals in the private sector, says it has 
seen a rise in enquiries from older people in¬ 
creasingly attracted by the affordability 
of renting in later life and the availability of 
life-time (assured tenancies), which provide 
security of tenure for life. 

Peter Girling, chairman, Girlings Retirement 
Rentals said: "Halifax's Generation Rent re¬ 
port states that a third of adults under the 
age of 40 want to become homeowners but 
believe they have no chance to do so. 

"At the other end of the ladder it is a differ¬ 
ent story, with many people wanting to move 
from the family home and rent, but unable to 
find enough suitable purpose built retire¬ 
ment properties." 

Girling says the interest in retirement 
rentals will continue to increase, as one in 
three people will be aged over 55 by 2030 
and all are living longer. 


Survey shows rise in sales figures 


Despite a fourth consecutive 
montly fall in new property 
coming onto the market in April, 26 
per cent more chartered surveyors re¬ 
ported increased agreed sales, accord¬ 
ing to the latest RICS residential 
market survey. 

The latest figures reveal a con¬ 
strained property market, 
which, says the RICS, continues to 
be marred by weak supply and 
high demand. The average 
number of homes sold per 
surveyor hit 23 - the highest 
since February 2008. 

In the month that also saw new 
lending regulations brought into ef¬ 
fect (the Mortgage Market 
Review), respondents reported that 


the average 'perceived' Loan to 
Value (LTV) ratios among first time 
buyers climbed to 86 per cent and po¬ 
tential new buyer demand remained 
firm with 20 per cent 
more chartered surveyors reporting 
an increase in new enquiries.

Only 30 for UK 

BMW’S popular M5 performance 
saloon has reached an important 
milestone - it’s 30 years old. And to 
celebrate, the German car maker 
has unveiled a limited edition 
model boasting more power than 
any previous M5. 

Branded the M5 30 Jahre Edition, 
this limited run ‘30 Years’ version 
packs 600 horsepower - 40 more 
than the standard car. Furthermore, 
it can sprint from zero to 62mph in 
a lightning fast 3.9 seconds. 

This special anniversary model 
borrows heavily from the Competi¬ 
tion package M5 variant, itself a 
more focused version of the base 
car thanks to a raft of upgrades 
such as tweaks to the suspension, 
transmission and steering. 

And like the car, you’ll have to be 
quick if you’re interested, as BMW 
is producing only 300 ‘30 Year’ 

M5s, with only 30 destined for the 
UK priced at £91,890. 



Six in 10 drivers own up to risky tail- 
gating and a similar proportion 
break the limit by lOmph or more on 
motorways and 70mph dual car¬ 
riageways, a survey has revealed. 

Men are by far the worst offend¬ 
ers, a survey by road safety charity 
Brake and Direct Line insurance 
company reveals. 

Almost all drivers say they worry 
about other drivers tailgating on mo¬ 
torways. 

By driving too close to the vehicle 
in front and breaking the speed 
limit, drivers are leaving themselves 
far too little time to react in an 
emergency, risking devastating 
crashes. 

Crashes on 70mph roads are more 
than twice as likely to result in 
death as crashes on roads with 
lower speed limits. In 2012 there 
were 88 deaths and 654 serious in¬ 
juries on UK motorways. 

Brake and Direct Line’s survey re¬ 
veals that in the past year: 

• Almost six in ten (57 per cent) 
admit leaving less than a two-sec¬ 
ond gap between themselves and 
the vehicle in front, with almost 
three in ten (28 per cent) doing so 
on a monthly basis or more. More 


men (61 per cent) admit doing so 
than women (53 per cent). 

• Six in ten (60 per cent) admit 
breaking the 70mph speed limit by 
lOmph or more, with almost three in 
ten (28 per cent) also doing it on a 
monthly basis or more. 

Men are the worst offenders, with 
almost seven in ten (69 per cent) 
doing 80mph or more, and more 
than a third (36 per cent) doing so 
at least monthly, compared with 
just over half (53 per cent) and two 
in ten (22 per cent) of women, 
respectively. 


Brake urges all drivers to always 
keep at least a two-second gap be¬ 
tween themselves and the vehicle in 
front, extending this to four seconds 
or more in wet weather or poor visi¬ 
bility - on all roads, not just motor¬ 
ways. 

Drivers should also keep within 
the posted speed limit at all times, 
including temporary and variable 
limits; not only will this reduce 
your chances of a horrific crash, 
but it will also reduce fuel consump¬ 
tion.

New British firm Tri¬ 
dent has unveiled 
three new supercars 
promising an incred¬ 
ible combination of 
performance and 
economy. 

The Iceni GT 
comes in coupe 
form, as well as the 
Iceni Magna fast- 
back and the Iceni Venturer estate, 
all of which are powered by a vast 
6.6-litre V8 diesel engine delivering 
395bhp and 700lb.ft of torque. 

Trident says this is enough to 
power the Iceni from 0-62mph in 
3.7 seconds and to a top speed of 
over 190mph. The engine can also 
be upgraded still further. 

Even more remarkably Trident 
claim that the Iceni GT can travel up 
to 2,000 miles on a single tank of 
fuel, and that the strength of the 
diesel engine means it can run on 
conventional fuel as well as used 
cooking oil, virgin rapeseed, lin¬ 
seed, palm, soya bean oil, kerosene 
and paraffin. 

With a claimed combined fuel 
consumption of around 70mpg, it 


would mean the Iceni needs a 127- 
litre fuel tank to travel the distance. 

The Trident team claims the im¬ 
pressive efficiency is down to 
‘torque-multiplication technology’, 
using the torque of the engine to 
provide easy acceleration. 

All models of the Iceni come with 
features such as huge 400mm 
brakes, a six-speed automatic 
transmission, air conditioning and 
electric seats, while the option 
packs include a track pack with 
maximum power and a lux 
pack with a fitted luggage set 
and a high specification audio 
system. 

The Iceni GT starts at £96,000, 
with features like the track pack 
costing £30,000 and carbon ceram¬ 
ic brakes at £15,000.
